Accotding to Ihe press release. Iasi year the McGuinly government 
cancelled the tuition fee free/e and replaced it with tuition fee increas- 
es that for many students are as high is 36 per cent over four years. He 
has also allowed community colleges to charge hundreds of dollars of 
ncillary fees to students, which some believe to be illegal. 

In a Sept. 13 article in The Record McGuinty says he won't roll back 
tuition but will instead give post-secondary students an upfront tax 
credit at the start of the school year. 

According to a Sept. 5 article in The Record, the NDP party said they 
could restore tuition fees to 2003 levels, saving the average under- 
graduate university student about S460 a year. College and Universities 
Minister Chris Bentley said Ihe NDP plan was unrealistic and would 
costs hundreds of millions of dollars in its first year, and even more in 
subsequent years.
